Brief Hlghlites 
of California 
History . . .

Contlminl From I'ngc 1-11 
died at Mission Carmel, Aug 
ust 28, 1784, at Hie age of 70. 

Prior to the Franciscans, th 
Jesuit order had begun Missio 
founding In lower Californ a 
There, 1097, the Jesuit Fathei 
Juan Maria Salvatierra, foundc 
the mission at Laredo. It wa 
Father Francisco Euscbio Kino 
one of Salvatlerra's assoc 
ates, who, in 1700, on a journe 
of exploration at the head o" 
the Gulf of California, tracec 
with his telescope the mountait 
ranges far to the northwarc 
and discovered that Callfornlc 

Iwas not an Island, but a pa   
of the 'mainland. The Jesuit, 
were- expelled from California 
ay royal decree in 176.7, leav 
ing early the following year. 

The Franciscan order, unde 
Serra, at once took up and car 
ried forward missionary and 
colonization labors in the new 
province. Spain took forma 
aossession of upper California 
at Monterey, June 3, 1770, one 
hundred and sixty-eight years 
after the landing at the har­ 
bor by Sebastian Vizcaino in 
1602. 

Bay Found By Mistake 
These ceremonies were con­ 

ducted by Don Caspar de Por­ 
tola, as California's first Gov­ 
ernor, mass .being celebrated by 
father Serra, and took place 
mder the same oak tree where 
Vizcaino had camped and erect­ 

ed a cross in 1602. The trunk 
of this famous live oak tree 
preserved by a chemical pro­ 
cess, is now in the Chapel of 
San Carlos at Monterey. This 
chapel,- -built- in- l-794r-te-atHl in 
an excellent state of preserva- 

ion. A granite cross marks 
the spot where the live oak 
stood, the tree having been 
felled when it began to wither 
and decay. 

Portola's historic discovery of 
San Francisco Bay,, Nov. 2, 
1769, resulted when Portola's 
overland expedition from San 
>iego, searching for Monterey 
'ay, missed Monterey entirely, 

3ortola finally sighting the 
larbor now called San Francisco 
iay, and so named later by 

Father Serra in honor of his 
patron saint,. St. Francis. 

The first ship ever to sail 
through the Golden Gate into 
San Francisco Bay was the San 
Carlos, commanded by the 
Spanish Captain, Juan de Ayala, 
August 5, 1775. With Portola 
as the first Governor of Cali­ 
fornia, at Monterey, and with 
the establishment, there of Juni­ 
per Serra as Father President 
of the Missions, Monterey be­ 
came the seat of both civil and 
ecclesiastical authority of the 
new Spanish province of Cali­ 
fornia. 

Dentist First Editor 
It was likewise the military 

capital of the province, the main 
 seaport and the center of social 
life. Monterey, in the days "be­ 
fore the Gringo came," was the 
scintillant center of all the 
colorful and picturesque life of 
the "Days of the Dons." Here 
was the wealth, the beauty, the 
gayety, the '-enterprise of the 
entire country lying between 
San Francisco and San Diego. 

"There will never again be 
seen upon this earth, perhaps," 
says John S. McGroarty, in his 
book, "California," "a life so 
ideal as that which was In Mon­ 
terey and throughout all Cali­ 
fornia in its halcyon days before 
the 'Gringo' came . ". .  the land 
was fat with plenty and every 
door was flung wide with wel­ 
come to whomsoever might come." 

It was here, In California's 
first capital, that California's 
first newspaper, 'The Cali- 
'ornlan," was published by Dr. 
Robert Semple, with type bor­ 
rowed from the missions. 
Semple, a dentist, was a Ken- 
tuckian, standing 6 feet 8 inches, 
and usually dressed In buck­ 
skin, wearing a coonskin cap. 

Dr. Semple transferred his ac­ 
tivities and liis vigorous per­ 
sonality about this time to 
Sonoma and with General Mar­ 
iana G. Vallejo planned the 
city of Benlcla, named for Val- 
ejo's wife. Semple operated the 
'irst ferry on San Francisco 
Jay; participated in the Dear ( 
Flag revolt later and was chair- 
nan of the first constitutional ' 
. onventlon at Monterey. i
